THE DIFFERENCE. 

When Daniels took charge the fleet 
consisted of twenty-one battleships 
today there are only fifteen. Ow- 
ing to shortage of men, which Dan- 
jiels has never admitted until recent-} 
ly, we cahnot man all of ships.

To eommission the superdreadnaught 
Arizona it was necessary to put three 
of the older battleships in cold stor- 
age and transfer their crews. Man- 
ning a ship in the navy under these 
conditions is like robbing Peter té 
Pay Paul. Admiral Fletcher testified 
to the shortage of personnel in his 
report as commander-in-chief. This 


.report was suppressed. Daniels also 


ordered the general board to cut out 
of its report a recommendation for 
an increase of 19,000 men. In his 
own annval report for 1914, he also 
opposed the increase of the number 
of enlisted men.

Bids will be Opened Today at 
Navy Department.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.— Bids 
will be opened at the Navy Depart- 
ment tomorrow for four scout cruis- 
ers and twenty-seven coast-type sub- 


marines, leaving only proposals for 
four battle cruisers to be received 
before construction of the 1917 
bufiding programme can begin. Fig- 
ures for four battleships and twenty 
destroyers are under consideration 
and awards may be made next week. 

The scout cruisers_are a new type, 
designed to make a sustained speed 
of thirty-five knots an hour. Each 
will be equipped with a catapult de- 
vice for launching aereplanes at sea. 
The vessels will be large enough to 
cover long scouting distances and 
will depend upon their speed for 
defense. 

The submarines will be of the 
game type as the present O-boats of 
‘the navy, having 600 tong displace- 
ment. They are intended for work 
close to shore, although their fuel 
capacity will be sufficient to permit 
them to cross the ocean. 

BIDS ON CRUISERS. 

Navy officials expect there might 
be some hesitancy among builders 
fn taking contracts for the cruisers. 

While awards for the battleships 
will not be made for a week or so, 
examination of proposals already 
submitted shows the Newport News 
Ship and Drydock Company and the 
New York Shipbuilding Company to 
be lowest bidders. Each company 
probably will be awarded two ships. 
The Fore River Company of Quincy, 
Mass., submitted bids under various 
modifications and included a sliding 
scale to meet possible changes in the 
cost of labor during construction. 
Experts do not look favorably on 
this scheme, although no recom- 
mendations have been made yet to 
Secretary Daniels. | 

THE NEXT CONTRACTS. 

The department is anxious to get 
all of this year’s work laid down 
in private yards, if possible, as diffi- 
culty In placing the next contracts, 
to be authorized before March 4, is 
anticipated.

The principle 
ef the policy of retaliation by na- 
tions after the war was condemned 
in the resolution, which expressed 
the association’s belief that in the 
formulation of commercial] treaties 
we should insist upon due regard for 
our rights and our opportunities, 
thus assuring our commercial and 
financial interests full protection to 
their rights abroad.” 

All “patriotic American manufac- 
turers’ were urged to co-operate in 
upbuilding the navy “by giving the 
government the first call upon the 
personnel of their staffs and the ma- 
terial resources of the nation.” 

“The nation’s prosperity and its 
foreign trade progress depend large- 
ly upon the uninterrupted course of 
our foreign commerce and its pro- 
tection and preservation,” it Was as- 
serted, and an appropriation of 
$1, 000, 000 was urged for foreign 
trade protection by the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce. A 
permanent policy to be carried out 
“regardless of change occurring in 
the administration of our domestic 
affairs,” was emphasized.

REPORT OF BARRETT. 
[BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31-—In a 
statement issued today, John Bar- 
-rett, director-general of the Pan- 
American Union, who hag recently 
from a ‘special trip to Eng- 
land France to study the influ-: 
ence of the war upon Pan-American 
commerce, summarized his report. 

While abroad he conferred with 
leading officials and representative 
financiers and manufacturers con- 
nected with foreign trade. By in- 
vitation of the British and French 
authorities he also spent a week at 
the battle front in France. 

HIS CONCLUSIONS. 

The report reaches the following 
conclusions of concern to the com- 
mercial and financial interests of the 
United States and Latin-America: 

(1.) Not a government official, 
banker or general business man, or 
an army officer, would express a 
positive opinion as to the duration 
of the war except that the majority 
plainly believed it would last well 
into 1918 or even jonger. 

(2.) A most powerful semi-official 
movement has been started quietly 
in-England and France, not only to 
make an extraordinary effort to 
maintain present trade with the 
Americas, and regain what may 
have been lost during the first two 
yeafts of the war, but also to pre- 
pare for a greater effort after the 
war than they ever made before. 

(3.) Under conditions which 
amount almost to actual govern- 
ment aid, a large variety of indus- 
tries heretofore little developed and 
hence figuring slightly in the foreign 
trade of these countries, is being 

developed rapidly and surely will 
play a prominent part in future 
competition with the United States 
and other countries. 

(4.).A Vast army of very skilled 
but reasonably paid women workers 
is being developed all over Great 
Britain and France, which will in- 
creasé immensely the efficiency of 
manufacture and the volume of out- 
put for foreign commerce despite 
the loss of male skilled labor result- 
ing from the war. 

(5.) Notwithstanding the extraor- 
dinary financial burdens of the 
war, the British and French finan- 
cial and commercial interests, rec- 
ognizing the plainly injurious effect 
upon their foreign commerce of 
their present withdrawal from 
financing government loans and pri- 
vate undertakings in Latin-America 
and that the United States rapidiy

While the Marina is the first ves- 
sel on which American lives have 
been lost in the war zone since the 
torpedoing of the Sussex, and all 
reports so far have said she was at- 
tacked without warning, there was 
no evident tension over the case 
today in government circles. Off- 
cials continued optimistic, apparent- 
ly in the belief that final accounts 
show that the steamer lost 
her immunity as 4 merchantman by 
flight, or by attempting a counter- 
attack.

Steel Corporation earnings for the third 
Quarter of the calendar year was the fea- 
ture in Wall street.

It sounded like 
the Kipling who we feared had gone from 
us forever.

The destroyer lieutenant who went below 


during the hell of a sea fight and saw the 


clock of the wardroom still ticking and 
the pictures still there, smug on the wall; 


the destroyers which were running around 


the sea like cockroaches scurrying on. a 
tea plate; best of all, the description of 
the British sailors standing in life belts on 
the deck of a destroyer which was going 
ahead full steam with her steering gear 
broken and her siren whimpering for the 
ships to get out of her crippled way—all 
this was up to the highest and best of the 
Kipling we knew before the light seemed 
to fail.

Mr. Kipling’s own character, as revealed 
by the stress of this struggle, does not seem

He has screamed at the top of his voice; 
he has been raucous and incoherent; He 
has called the Germans silly and childish 
names. He has fairly screeched out what 
he intended for denunciation, but which 
was only noise. 

The most abominable thing ever written 
about this or any other war was Mr. Kip- 


ling’s expressed hope that the French peo- 


ple might preserve as a national monu- 
ment, to inspire their children, the portal 
of the cathedral stained with the marks 
which showed where a hapless German of- 
ficer had been literally fried to death in the 
burning of the building. 

No one but Mr. Kipling himself could 
measure the contempt which a _ typical 
“Kipling character” would feel for a feroc- 
ity so low and savage. 

It is true that Mr. Kipling has lost a son 


4 in the war; but contrast the frothing bit- 


terness of this hatred with the calm self- 
restraint and the tender human pity of 
other Englishmen who have lost sons in 
battle. The right kind of heart, having lost 
a son, would go out in a vast feeling of 
pity and sympathy for all other fathers who 
have lost sons; would have shrunk wth 
a pitying heart from the story of that dread- 
ful spot of grease on the French church that 
marked the horrible death of some German 
father’s.son. 
The account of the “Battle off Jutland” 
reassures us that Kipling’s wonderful brain 
has lost nothing of power and force and 
penetration. But Kipling’s old devotees 
will never be able to think of him in the 
same way again. 
Kipling’s ideal man.is.a soldier who de- 
spises cleverness, but, as a ch » is 
too big for hatred and too strong to call 
names. Kipling himself is clever, but, as 
& man, seems to be pretty small potatoes.

ANNPROSPECTs. 
| “The Democrats have won every na- 
tional campaign in the last forty years—in 
October.” This terse comment of William 
R. Willcox, chairman of the National Re 
publican Committee, epitomizes the status 
of the Presidential campaign.

Every great national campaign centers 
about New York. “As goes New York so 
goes the nation;” this has become an adage 
of American politics. In California, where 
@ Republican victory is assured, anxious 
eyes and anxious ears are turned toward 
the great Empire State. Naturally, it is 
claimed by the Democrats, for to admit de 
‘eat there would be to abandon the whole 
tampaign. Yet a careful review of the 
situation seems to indicate that the Re- 
publican leaders have the situation well in 
hand and that Hughes will carry his home 
State with at least 40,000 votes to spare. 
This year’s Republican campaign is es- 


sentially a New York campaign. Gov. | 


Hughes has a personal following in New 
York that has not been taken into account 
by the Democratic prognosticators. They 
forget that his record as Governor of New 
York was the pride of the nation: but there 
are 200,000 voters in New York who have 
not forgotten. Supporting Gov. Hughes in 
this campaign are two great Republican 
statesmen of international reputation, Roose- 
velt and Root. both favorite sons of New 
York, It does not seem possible that three 
statesmen of this caliber can fail to bring 
out a full Republican vote. 

Wilson depends upon the Ryan-Murphy 
combination known as Tammany Hall.

The average State penitentiary has some 
earning capacity, but the ordinary County 
Jail is a dead one as an income producer. 
In the eastern commonwealths the jail is 
a favorite gathering place for tramps in 
the winter time and they do not hesitate to 
commit crimes serious enough to assure 
them admittance. 
vagrants they may go to the workhouse or 
the rock pile, so they decide on some of- 
fense that carries with it a jail sentence 
by the terms of the code and for the next 
three or six months they have a fairly com- 
fortable cell in a steam-heated flat with 
little to do shve the preaching of anarchy 
or Socialism to their companions. They 
have three warm and quite endurable meals 
a day and they have visitors who clamor 
for still better things for them. There are ;

forms of illness, including the loss 
of reason, and the destruction of 
life, frequently in the young, and not 
seldom in the aged, who have but a 
slight if any realization of their spir- 
itual nature. Some become bank- 
rupt in health owing to the habits of 
parsimony, of dissipation, of exces- 
sive craving after a continuous in- 
crease in their already large posses- 
sions; or from fear of the loss of 
their money from one of many 
causes; or from ‘a host of strange 
and sometimes extraordinary illu- 
sions which not infrequently possess 
the over-rich, to whom money has 
become the beginning and end of 
existence. 

We should say, as a matter of ex- 
perience, that the inordinately rich 
have greater temptations and fewer 
chances of enjoying robust health 
and a quiet mind that probably any 
other class of men. At the best, 
when the novelty of the possession 
of money to excess has worn off and 
experience has taught the -limitations

SCONDIDO, Oct. 31, —— Senora | 
E Felicita Lachappa, wife of 
Morales or Pontho, the Iliast 
chief of the San Pasqual tribe of 
Indians, who was chief at the time 
of the battle of San Pasqual, in De- 
cember, 1846, and the oldest settler 
of the San Pasqual Valley, six miles 
east of Escondido, is dead. 
The Senora did not know just how 
old she was but is known to have 


been considerably over 100. She was 
a woman growh when the Ameri- 
cans under Kearney gave battie to 
the California Mexicans in the little 
valley, and often related incidents 
connected with it. Pontho, accom-
